The Limitations of 2 Monarchy, the Regulations of a 
State, or what We call a valuable Conftitution, are juftly 
to be regarded and efteemed; but no otherwnfe than as 

they naturally produce a good Effect upon the Minds ot 
the People, which are always influenced by the Govern- 
ment, under which they live, AN good Coftitution is a 


®. downright Farce with a Corrupted People. Every good 


I.aw made in it is perverted, or at leaftis never to be put 
in Execution; and, in fhort, a So/on, a Lycurgus, or a Afo- 
fes, would never be able to form a Government, fo as to 


render a People happy, unlefs their Minds were generally 


prepared to affift in the Adminiftration of it. Tvhough our 
Conttitution therefore, modelled and limited as it is at 


prefent, may be juftly ranked among the beft, that the 


World has produced, it is ftill no fufficient Security to us; 


'- for the People-are degenerated fo far that they are fcarce 


aie, or willing to preferve it. | 
{ think Iam fufficiently juftified in this Opinion, by the 
Numbers of thofe, who continually harangue in publick 
Companies, in order to depretiate Virtue, to banifh thofe 
eiorous Principles from among us, which have hitherto 
preferved us free, and turn into Ridicule all Thofe, who 
rtlonaily and nobly efpoufe the Caufe of Lrberty. 
qt an ambitious Prince, or a corrupt Minifter fhould 
€iceavour to eftablith an abfolute Authority in this King- 
com, the fureft and fafeft Method he could purfue 
Would be This of tainting the Minds and manners of the 


~ Nation. The Conftitution, (That is the outward Form 


CLit) might be perferved ; but the Effence of it might be 


at tne fame Time exhaufted, and the real Advantages of 


it as totally deitroyed by thefe Means, as by the moft 
open Violence, and glaring Aéts of Tyranny.

The Prerogative, as far as it is confittent with that Lilerty, 
which I muft bes Leave to call the grand Fundamental ot 
this Conftitution, is dear to every Man as his private Pro- 
perty ; becaufe his private Property depends upon the 
Conftitution of which That alfo isa Part. But if thefe
